2. Claims 1-9 meet the requirements of Art. 33(2) and 33(3) PCT because their 
subject matter is new and inventive over the prior art cited in the search report 
(see below). 

2.1 D1 which is the only prior art document cited in the search report, represents the 
closest prior art. As acknowledged in the application, D1 (see e.g. abstract), 
discloses that clomiphene antagonises the ability of the oestrogen hexoestrol to 
increase the organ weight of several organs in female rats. 

2.2 The present invention relates to a material containing at least partially purified 
ovarian venous plasma prepared from ovarian venous blood from a female 
mammal, and to the use of said material for the treatment of organ or tissue 
hypertrophy. 

2.3 The principle underlying the subject matter of the present claims is based on the 
finding that an endogenous material obtained by at least partially purifying ovarian 
venous plasma prepared from ovarian venous blood from a female mammal can 
diminish the size andweight of many organs and tissues throughout the body.
